A BOIMV Keserve.

signed the roll, which is expected to 
reach 2,000 within the next few days 
Speeches were made by several promi 
neut Populists and labor leaders, who 
scored Federal and State officials for 
opposing the march of the Common 
weal armies. 


A. C. Fisk of Denver has issued a 


call for a meeting of the Pan-American 
Bimetallic I,eague at Washington on 
May 22d. 
Representatives from the 


United States, Central and South 
America and Mexico are invited to at- 
tend the meeting and memorialize the 
Congress of the United States to re- 
store silver to its old standard at a 
ratio of 16 to 1. Colonel Fisk is Presi- 
dent cf the Pan-American Bimetallic 
League, and he says: 


"At the bidding of a power that has 


blotted out civilization in all ages, the 
law-making and executive branches of 
the government have stricken down i 
one-half of the metal money and de- j 
based and partially demonetized the j 
paper currency» compelling the people 
of the United Sta»«s to pay unneces- 
sarily in the past twenty five years $20,- j 
000,000,000 in interest, principal and 
discount, and by the vicious laws have 
burdened the nation with a real estate 
mortgage debt of $20,000,odo,000, and 
other debts aggregating as much more, 
and now seek to reduce the country to 
a gold basis, and expect the people to 
pay $40,000,000,000 of debt with $500,- 
000,000 in gold; to pay $80 of debt with 
$1 in money; reducing the price of 
arm products 66 per cent., and taking 
rom the debtors the power to pay 
heir debts. 
"The last census said there were $65,- 


300,000,000 worth of property in the 
United States. The gold oligarchy has 
depreciated it in value one-half, ren- 
dering the nation insolvent for $7,500,- 
300,000. 
Twenty 
thousand 
people 


already own three-fourths of the prop- 
erty of the nation; 3,000,000 people are 
nvoluntarily idle, and the property of 
;he nation is rapidly becoming confis- 
cated. Fields, factories and mills are 
deserted. Every industry is stricken 
as with a plague. Strong men, refined 
women and innocent babea are starving 
,n the land of plenty, while our rulers 
are rioting in luxurious living, and 
frenzied with their successes in the 
past are inventing new schemes of 
robbery and plunder. 


"When Greece, Rome, Egypt and the 


Netherlands went down about 2 per 
cent, of the people owned practically 
all the wealth. Are we not hastening 
;o the same end? Is there not patriot- 
ism, manhood and womanhood enough 
among the people to cull a halt of our 
rulers? 


Let the brain, brawn and sinew 


meet at the Capital of the nation. Let 
petitions be circulated in every pre- 
cinct of tho land and forwarded to the 
;onvention until the voices of 40.0UO,- 
000 of people shall resound in the ears 
of Congress that we may ascertain 
whether this is in fact a government of 
the people. Our demands should be 
respectful, but firm. No written cre- 
dentials will be required and any one 
favoring the objects of the association 
or call will be recognized as delegates. 
This is a great and patriotic tusk. If 
we but seek divine aid and guidance 
our eflorts will be crowned with sue-

prominent Pittsbur^ passenger 


a^ent, in a conversation \\ith a reporter 
of that city, gave a few interesting facts 
relative to the everyday experience of 
the average city passenger man, which 
those riot' directly connected with the 
business kuow nothing about.

"Then my quaint old friend comes to 


see me. I should judgo him to be a 
least 80 years of age. Pie is stooped am 
feeble, with hair as white as snow, Ira 
well dressed, wears a silk hat and carries 
a cane and talks in a nervous, jerky 
manner. He invariably opens up with 
'What's the rate to Boston?' I tell him 
and his eyes light up as he waddles ou 
with always the same observation. 'Well 
by giim, that'b cheapfcheap!' If theolc 
man would tell his fatory, it might hav> 
a tinge of pity in it. Perhaps he has a 
son or daughter in the Hub City whom i 
has been his cherished hope to see for al 
these years. 


"The bigffest out and out nuisance w 


have to deal with are persons who come 
here with no other intention than to col 
lect all tho railroad literature they can 
They have no notion of going away, bu 
thay grab everything in sight in the way 
of time tables and other information 
bearing on tourists' points in the north 
east, Boxith and west. They greedily 
gather pamphlets, circulars and book 
lets treating on climate and resources 
I don't know what these collectors do 
with the stuff they get here, but some o: 
them must have a prize assortment. 


"Then the man who travels from one 


end of the country to the other is thi 
person who invariably pushes into thi 
office and in a brusk manner asks for a 
time table of the line he is about to 
take. It is given him, of course, anc 
without so much as glancing at th 
schedule it is stuffud into his pocket 
and his nest question is, 'When does m; 
first train leave?' It never seems to oc 
cur to him to look on the time table. & 
it goes. Sometimes people ask me ques 
tions until I'm afraid the buttons wil 
drop off my coat, but af tor all we man 
age to set aloiijj with our patrons re 
markably well."—Pittsburg Post.

THE UNDERSTUDY. 


SUBACTORS WHO MUST BE READY 


TO TAKE PRINCIPALS' PLACES. 


Delay* and TJncertalntle* They Find In 


Getting to the Front—They May Go', 
Through an Entire S«a*on With No 
Chance to Show Their Powers. 
After two years of patient waiting and 


Btndy a yonng actress, who was an un- 
derstudy in one of the principal stock, 
companies in town, gave up her position 
the other day because during all that 
time she never got an opportunity to dis- 
play her talents before the public. She 
was on the salary list of the company, 
and as wages are paid 02 weeks in the 
year by that particular organization it 
seemed rather like quitting a good thing, 
but it was not a question of finance with 
her. 
She is an actress of recognized abil- 


ity, 
and understudying was not particu- 


larly K sited to her taste. She had part 
after I'irt in new plays and reproduc- 
tions, out the principal somehow or oth- 
er managed to get through without being 
ill, or never suffered any mishap, so it 
seemed as if the actress was destined to 
become a permanent -understudy. This 
instance is only one of numberless simi- 
lar experiences showing the trials and 
tribulations of understudies. 


All the big stock companies are well 


supplied in the matter of understudies, 
and while they are required to keep a 
certain number of professionals on hand 
they have innumerable applications from 
amateur aspirants for histrionic honors, 
who are only too willing to serve as un- 
derstudies on the chance that some acci- 
dent will take them to the front. Most 
of these come from the different schools 
for the training of actors. The under- 
studies receive their parts almost at the 
•same time they are delivered to the prin- 
-;7'iTs. 
They are rehearsed regularly 


with the company and are presumed to 
be as well prepared for the first night of 
i play as the principals. 


Manager Charles Frohman's company 


is probably one of the best equipped or- 
ganizations in the country in the way of 
inderstudies. Eight of these are em- 
ployed as regular members of the com- 
pany the year round, and while they are 
probably not seen more than once or 
.wice during a season they are always 
•eady for any emergency that may arise. 
Vugustin Daly's and A. M. Palmer's com- 
>anies are also well supplied with under- 
studies, and both have long lists of ama- 
teurs ready to go on at a moment's no- 
tice in case of sickness or other necessity. 


Every big traveling organization gen- 


erally carries two understudies while on 
ihe road. Some companies dispense with 
Jieir services, however, by requiring the 
nembers of the company to make them- 
iclves proficient in two or more parts. 
Thus if the first comedian should sud- 
ienly be incapacitated the second corne- 
lian jumps in, and so on all through the 
jast. The understudies who travel regu- 
•arly with the company are usually a 
nun and a woman. The former under- 
cudies all the actors, while the latter is 
>erfect in all the feminine roles. Their 
alaries and expenses are on a par with 
hose of the principals. 
Although many of the stars now con- 
picuous in the theatrical firmament be- 
;an their dramatic career as understud- 
es, it is not often nowadays that the 
itars themselves are understudied. 
It ia 


•enerally assumed by the managers that 
ie star is the attraction for the public, 
ml to substitute somebody else ia to 
,1-actice a deception which is injurious 
o the show. In some instances, how- 
•ver, where the star has had to be re 
ilaced by an understudy, the latter has 
nade even a better hit than the star. 


Billy Crane was an understudy in the 


>eginning, and Manager Joe Brooks tells 
11 amusing anecdote of the actor's first 
xperieuce as an understudy, He served 
a that capacity with a company that 
reduced "The Daughter of the Eegi- 
nent" in this city some years ago. 
Vinong tho parts which Crane had to 
omrnit to memory was that of the no- 
iry. It was a particularly hard part be- 
•mse the notary had to begin by de- 
•lairaing a long legal notice. Crann got 
he part pat, but in order that there 
.honld be no possibility of his making a 
•reak he copied the process into a book 
/Inch tho notary was supposed to carry. 
The notary wore a robe that trailed on 
Ue floor. In milking hisentranceCrane's 
oot became Unified, up in the robe and 
ie pitched in..idforemost on the stage. 
?he book with the prompt lines flew 
cross the stage. Crane pulled himself 
ogcther in a moment, and without los- 
>ig his presence of mind began firing 
.ie process off. He went through with- 
ut a break, and his original entrance 
inde a hit with the audience. 
One of the most notable instances of 


inderstudying was that furnished while 
3enruan Thompson was in the midst of 
us long run with "The Old Homestead" 
t the Academy of Music. Walter Gale, 
vhose characterization of Happy Jack, 
he tramp, was supposed to be inimi- 
able, was ill, and at the eleventh hour 
he manager heard 6f the trouble. The 
jiirt was a most important one in the 
:ast, and nobody could be found to take 
t among the members of the company. 
Finally a young Irishman named James 
Fitzgerald, who was acting aa dresser to 
Thompson, astonished that actor by de- 
jlaring that he would take the part. It- 
seems that he was understudying Gale 
right along unknown to anybody. Fitz- 
gerald went on that night and imitated 
3-alo to a dot in everything except the 
iatter's soul racking cough.

Fitzgerald made a hit and played Happy 
Jack many times, but his career waa 
brought to an untimely close by an at- 
tack of pneumonia, to which he suc- 
cumbed.—New York Sun."
